Richard Kaiser, (B.Com. 4), pro:

favour of raised fees, was first 


to outline the reasons for the fee 


hike. He pointed out that in figur- 
ing anticipated costs of the new 
Students’ Union, no grants had 
been included, whereas likely in- 
creased costs had been taken into 
the accounting, The money, he said, 
was necessary to cover a $12,000 
SEC deficit; the forecasted expan- 
sion of Radio McGill, the main: 
tenance of broad news coverage by 
the Daily in the face of: increased 


costs, and numerous additional ex- 


penditures involved in the main- 
enance of the new Union. Kaiser 
temized these costs, which he 
claimed had been recognized by 
the Union’s architects as reason- 
able in light of the fact that the 
new building will be three times 
the size of the present Union. 


Kaiser concluded that the «mo 
tion would be in line with a gen- 
eral policy of encouraging student 

articipation. in ‘activities at the 

niversity. ” Sa ee 


Speaker. From Floor 


The Science man speaking from 
the floor then claimed that: the 
facts had not been presented: in 
suitable detail by Kaiser, and fur- 
ther, that some of the proposed 
expenditures were unnecessary. He 

uestioned particularly the need 
or air-conditioning in the new 
Union; this in spite of the fact, 
as he said, that he was basically 
in favour of the motion, and was 
only objecting to the manner in 
which it was put forward. 


He went on to charge that: the 
Daily had expressed editorial opin- 
ion in its news columns, referring 
to the front page message from 


SEC Chairman Echenberg in yes- 
-terday’s edition. The opposition to 


the motion, he stated, should have 
similar opportunities, :

MP Attacks Trade Policy

| QUEBEC — The Liberal MP for B.C.'s Coast-Capilano has attacked the OUR recent 
foreign trade policy, condemning recent tariff raises on British goods and the timing of recent im- 
plementation of the tariff surcharge. 


John Davis said these moves are 
harmful to the UK and our other 
overseas suppliers “and they come 
at a time when we are asking Bri- 
tain to bargain on our behalf with 
members of the European Econo- 
mic Community.” 

“Canada, lacking an imaginative 
and forward-looking trade policy, 
finds itself on the sidelines,” the 
MP said. ‘We are little more than 
spectators.”

Sees Light 


“President Kennedy seems to ha- 
ve seen the light,” the Liberal MP 
said. “His program devotes much 
to measures which will help. the 
older and weaker U.S. industries 
to weather the impending induatri- 
al and economic storm.” 


Both speakers endorsed Britain's 
entry into the Common Market. 
They agreed Canada would benefit 
in the long run. 


~ Davis said if Britain entered in 
the Common Market the U.S, would 
be bargaining with a market ex- 
panded to include a number of 
goods produced: competitively in 
Canada. Since more goods would 
then be subject to Kennedy's 80 
percent formula, Canada, by sitting 
alongside the U.S. at the bargain- 
ing table, could add her weight to 
gain concessions. 


Beaubien agreed with Davis say- 
ing that Canada should be ready to 
join the U.S. in bargaining for low- 
ering tariff barriers with the ECM. 


Criticism 


Some students at the Laval Con- 
gress on Canadian Affairs have cri- 
ticized both the organization and 
the results of the meeting. 


“All that we have done in these 
resolutions is to support mother- 
hood and condemn sin,” stated a 
University of Toronto delegate Da- 
vid Igour. 


Reporters covering the conferen- 
ce agreed with the Toronto student. 


The meetings were poorly organi- 
zed and the resolutions contained 
80 many qualifying phrases that 
they became meaningless. Occa- 
sionally the resolutions advocated 
institutions or plans already in ex- 
istence, 


Henry Hicks, Vice-President of 
Dalhousie University in Halifax, 
said if the resolutions were poorly 
worded and meetings conducted in 
a disorganized and haphazard fash- 
ion, students were leaving themsel- 
ves open to unfavorable reaction 
from the press. He suggested next 
year a Resolutions Committee be 
struck to combine similar state- 


ments and improve resolution 
wording. 


Better Organization 


Most students resented the criti- 
cism of the press, but reporters in- 
terviewed maintained that this 
might “smarten the delegates up” 
and impress on them the need for 
a more organized method of pre- 
sentation, 


Reporters also expressed surpri- 
se with the overall conservatism 
of the students. One noted dignita- 
ry visiting the Congress, was heard 
to say, “The only thing more con- 
servative than.a Canadian citizen 
is a Canadian university student.” 


Many reporters suggested stu- 
dents would do well to discard 
their pompous attitude and spirit 
of know-all in their remarks. 


Hicks called for more “effective 
expression of opinion,” adding it is 
“doubtful whether the government 
would obtain any benefit from the-

expansion problem by restricting 
enrolment, 


Mount Allison University in Sack- 
ville, N.B, is in this category. It has 
restricted enrolment to 1,200, the 
same as last year. 


Canada's largest university, the 
University: of Montreal, jumped 15 
percent to top 20,000, McGill Uni- 
versity is up 1,000 to about 10,000 
while Laval University, in Quebec 
City, has an estimated enrolment 
of 13,000, up about 2,000 from last 
year, 


The University of Toronto is ex- 
pected to exceed 13,000 when final 
figures are tallied. 


Queen’s University increased on- 
ly slightly over last year’s 3,400. 
Carleton University, a university 
for only five years, jumped to 1,900 
from 1,553. 


The boom in university educa- 
tion, which now costs about $220 
million per year, has been continu- 
ing for 10 years.

Based on birth rate alone, the an- 
nual percentage increase in univer- 
sity enrolment will-grow until 1976

In Ontario, Laurentian Universi- 
ty at Sudbury and York University 
in Toronto were both opened in 
1960, Laurentian, with 277 students 
this year, plans to enrol 1,200 when 
its new campus is built in 1964, 
York, with 310 students now, is 
planning a new suburban campus 
for 10,000 by 1970 when neighbour. 
ing U.of T expects to reach its 
planned maximum of 23,500, 


Assumption University and Es- 
sex College, in Windsor, Ontario, 
will unite into a bigger, state-back- 
ed University of Windsor next year 
and new Trent University will be 
launched in Peterborough. The Nia- 
gara Peninsula is making plans to 
build Brock University. 

In Western Canada the four pro- 
vincial universities are expanding 
hometown facilities and branch 
campuses amid discussion on open- 
ing new branches In other centres, 
The question of Junior Colleges is 
also being considered. 

But university leaders continue 
to wear anxious frowns and call for 
more effort. They point out that 
Canada: spends only four percent 
of her gross national product on 
all phases of education while the 
Soviet Union spends 12 percent.

An Unfortunate Issue 
by JERRY COHEN: 


It was, to say the least, unfortunate, that so 
important an issue as the future of student autonomy 
and the financing of the new Union for which we 
have been clamouring for so long should have been 
sidetracked. by trivial considerations and the whims 
of a few egocentric individuals. More accurately, it 
was repugnant and pathetic. Not only were completely 
irrelevant considerations introduced (e.g., conditions 
In residences). and a complete misunderstanding of 
what was at stake betrayed, but obstructionist, even 
malicious, tactics were used to frustrate the adoption 
of what is quite obviously a necessary measure. 





Most, if not all, of these people were in favour 
of the motion as presented by Mr. Kaiser, but had 
some particular axe to grind arising, in most cases, 
from dissatisfaction with the way the meeting was 
run. | am quite certain that there would be no such 
feeling had the Chairman arranged the meeting in 
such a way as to ensure quick passage of the motion. 
This could easily have been done, as it has in the 
past. However, he chose to rely on the good sense 
of the students. This confidence. seems to have been 


misplaced for trivial, even nonsensical, points about . 


phone booths and air conditioning were brought up 
which got in the way of the important questions placed 
before the student body as many as ten days before 
the meeting. There had not been even one letter to 
the editor discussing, much less criticizing it. (Perhaps 
Mr. Kaiser did speak at too great length. But then 
came the contradictory protest that he had not set 
out the expenses in sufficient detail — besides which 


the Daily carried nearly complete cost-account sheets.) 


This thought, and indeed the whole meeting yesterday, 
suggested that there is a unbridged gulf between 
student leadership: and the Daily on the one hand, 
and the student body on the other. There seems to 


be little concern for or:comprehension of what is at 


stake here, and there seems to be. an inability to 


communicate. on both sides. ‘To most students, the: 
phrase ‘student autonomy’ is an empty slogan; the 


catchword of a small elite group wishing to maintain 


positions of control and prominence for the sole end 
of personal aggrandizement. Evidence of resentment 


of this kind was manifest in the actions of many who 
voted yesterday to have the motion tabled, Of this 
resentment there are two types: a sullen, not-caring 
. type of attitude (‘intellectuals’, socialites, graduate 
students) 
whom there are perhaps few (but who were, perhaps, 
destructively active yesterday.) 


This feeling is based largely on ignorance of the 
SEC’s nature and function, and of the kind and amount 
of work its members do. Surely ignorance provides no 
basis for criticism, ‘still less for ‘irresponsible action. 
Fortunately, these consequences are only temporary, 
and the motion will yet be passed.

And What Of The Founder's Tree ? 


The “Founder's Tree” is perhaps not so well known at McGill as Penhallow’s Ginkgo 
because it does not occupy as prominent and isolated a position and perhaps partly because it 
could never share the distinction of being ‘the only large tree in all of North America to block the 


entry to as large and prominent an edifice as the Aris Building. 


The “Founder’s Tree” stands 
with individuals of its own kind 
as well as other large majestic 
trees and in spite of its massive 
size it has just never attained 


the recognition it deserves, It 
is a giant white elm (Ulmus 


americana) which is situated - 


somewhat midway between the 
Physics and Chemistry Buildings 


on the northeastern fringe of the 


lower campus,

Against the backdrop of eternity and of God the tragic is transformed into a hilarious 
comedy; without this backdrop, the tragic remains only the tragic, and the conundrums and 
paradoxes confronting “human-being-there” are left irrevocably exiled in a reflexive posture — 
a posture that doubles in upon itself to gnaw with great zest (this self-vindictive masochism is a 
wonder to behold) upon its very own flesh. 


At first sight, then, it might 
appear that there is no prob- 
lem. Simply adopt the perspec: 
tive of the “divine comedy” and 
all spiritual striving will take on 
the meaning and cogency pe- 
renially sought for by man. Let 
Greek light-heartedness come to 
the fore. With adventuresome 
spirit step laughingly in front 
of fate and defeat it by. acknowl- 
edging its presence. But once 
you do this, you are drawing the 
eternal into an existential prolix; 
a combustion will take place... 
a temporal-eternal metamérpho- 
sis will violenty rent an unequip- 
ped psyche and God will emerge 
an anthropomorphic confusion, a 
streamlined human creation no 
longer fit to frame the jumbled 
cubism of everyday life... a 
God no longer capable of serv- 
ing as scenery to localize ac- 
tion... a God no longer apart, 
but now only a part of the 
human psyche that cannot :in- 
testinally digest the eternal, 


What else is the highly pub- 
Icized “human condition" if not 


this and this alone: that God 
is the answer to all human 
questioning precludes all an- 
swers, even God, 


The most difficult way to meet 


this dilemma is to adopt the, 


faith of Christianity in all its 


religious, intellectual, moral, and ~ 


social repercussions. I say “most 
difficult: way” simply on the 
grounds of a numerical criterion; 
many may disagree with this, but 


_ such disagreement only strength- 


ens the criterion. 


The following is another way 
in which man can avoid the 
dilemma; 


“,,, What is meant here by 
saying that existence precedes, 
essence ? It means that, first of 
all, man exists, turns up, appears 
on the scene, and, only after- 
wards, defines himself, If man, 
as the existentialist conceives 
him, is indefinable, it is because 
at first he is nothing. Only after- 
ward will he be something, and 
he himself. will have made what 
he will be. Thus, there is no hu- 
man nature, since there is: no 
God to conceive it. Not only is 


man what he conceives himself. 


to be, but he is also only what he 
wills himself to be after his 
thrust towards existence.” 


Sartre has done away with 
man as image of God; man is 
now simply image of man. The 
polarity of the Christian dialectic 
is here destroyed. The tension 
between man and God having 
been dismissed, the world can 
now declare open season on tha- 
lidomide babies. It is not because 
the world follows the philosoph- 
ical dictums of a Sartre con- 
sciously, but rather, it is bo- 
cause it fails to realize the emo- 
tional tenets of an intense Chris- 
tlanity. The world has beerf so 
caught up in the human tragedy 


that it refuses to grant deformity 
the deferential, religious chuckle 
that is its due. 


We must learn to give a twist 


to tragedy. 


Atheism is the easy way out; 
without a God, opposites demand 
no reconciliation, cosmos or 
chaos become meaningless ques- 
tions, suffering becomes a prac- 
tical joke that doesn’t expect a 
laugh, and “true religion” be- 
comes stoical indifference. May- 
be this is why so.many of us live 
as if there were no God (sub- 
conscious Sartrism) — why pre- 
tend virtue is its own reward 
when vice seems to fit the 
phrase more aptly? Why has 
purity become a virtue for pru- 
des and the. ugly ? Because man 
has become so engrossed. in his 
personal tribulations that sex has 
been sanctioned as. a legitimate 
outlet to assuage the spiritually 
tormented soul. Psychology has 


replaced religion and sexual im- 
morality has become a virtue 
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instead of a vice, The example . 


of sex was chosen because : of 
its obviousness rather than be- 
cause of its significance (it Is 
easily the most forgivable aber- 
ration in human action), but 
still, it is indicative of an atti- 
tude that penetrates the depths 
of an individual’s psycho-reli- 
gious life, ? 


“The individual is no longer 
willing to enter the maelstrom 


of faith. He refuses to existential- 


ly live the dilemma created by 
the inexplicable co-existence of 


God and man. He prefers to 
stand on the periphery, making 
half-hearted compromises, first 
attempting to please the condi- 
tion of self, and then attempting 
to-placate the wrath of an of- 
fended God by intrepidly dip- 
ping a toe into the whirling 
vortex, 


To make life a game of hop- 
scotch is a rather risky affair, 
especially since the pawn is the 
soul, 
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The significant feature of the other sex 

Is that it isn't deliberate : 

Lilleth was never more 

Than the new stenographer on the fourteenth floor

In a fast, well-played basketball game last night at the Currie Gym, the McGill Redmen ran 
roughshod over a scrappy group of University of Montreal Carabins to waltz away with an 86-60 


victory.
